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DETAILED ACTION 
Application Status 

In response to a previous Office action, Applicants filed an amendment on 6/20/2007, 
amending claims 38 and 42 is acknowledged. 

Applicant's submission of TD filed on 7/24/2007 is acknowledged and approved. 

Claims 38, and 41-43 are currently pending in the instant application. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/20/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 38, and 41-43 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
claimed an isolated nucleic acid probe of less than 10,000 contiguous nucleotides, wherein the 
probe hybridizes with the entire length of a second nucleic acid comprising nucleotides 1-1 15 of 
SEQ ID NO: 8; and wherein the hybridization conditions comprise overnight incubation at 42°C 
of a nucleic acid blot with the probe; washing of the blot at room temperature with 0.5x SSC and 
1% Na4P 2 0 2 ; washing of the blot at 65°C with 0.2x SSC, 1% SDS, and 1% Na4P 2 0 2 ; and 
washing of the blot with 0.2x SSC at room temperature, and wherein said probe hybridizes to a 
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polynucleotide encoding a 03Gal-T5 and not to polynucleotides encoding J33Gal-Tl, |33Gal-T2, 
fJ3Gal-T3, or p3Gal^T4 family members. In view of Applicants' claim amendments, all prior 
rejections are withdrawn. The prior art does not teach an isolated nucleic acid probe, wherein the 
probe hybridizes with the entire length of a second nucleic acid comprising nucleotides 1-1 15 of 
SEQ ID NO: 8. A standard search did not produce any prior art that suggests or teaches the 
claimed invention. The claimed invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
